Claim 2 (Original): A display according to Claim 1, wherein said each pixel has 
an inner wall which has been substantially covered with said first and second electrodes.

Claim 4 (Original): A display according to Claim 3, wherein said first electrode 
is connected to an associated switching device for the pixel 

Claim 5 (Original): A display according to Claim 1, wherein said second 
electrode is divided for a pixel. 

Claim 6 (Original): A display according to Claim 5, wherein said second 
electrode is connected to an associated switching device for the pixel. 

Claim 7 (Original): A display according to Claim 1, wherein said charged 
particles and said liquid are held in a microcapsule. 

Claim 8 (Original): A display according to Claim 1 5 wherein an insulating layer 
is disposed at the surfaces of said first and second electrodes.
